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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Action Background 

1. This action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination filed on 
6/11/2008. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 1 , 3, 4, 21-25, 31 , 32, 68, 70, 74 and 75. 

3. Claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 11-14, 16, 17, 20-33, 35, 68-71 and 73-80 are pending in the 
case; claims 1 , 31 , 68 and 74 are independent claims. 

4. A request for continued examination filed under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after a final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office Action (dated 12/1 1/2007) has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 68-71 , 73-75 and 76-80, rejected under 35 
USC 112, as described in the office action dated 12/1 1/2007 is withdrawn in view of 
the amended claims and applicant's remarks. 

6. The examiner's rejection of claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 11-14, 16, 17, 20-33, 35, 68-71 
and 73-80, rejected under 35 USC 103(a), as described in the office action dated 
12/11/2007, is withdrawn in view of the amended claims. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 31, 68 and 74, the prior art of record neither 

anticipates nor suggests to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, the claimed method, computer-readable media and system for 
identifying one or more portions of a document described by a tree structure having 
a plurality of nodes, the method comprising: identifying a plurality of visual blocks in 
the document based on, at least, a document model of the document; detecting, 
distinct from the plurality of visual blocks, one or more separators of the document 
based on, at least, one or more characteristics of at least one of the plurality of 
visual blocks; assigning, to each of the one or more separators, a weight based on 
characteristics of visual blocks on either side of the separator; and constructing, 
based at least in part on the plurality of visual blocks and the one or more 
separators, a content structure for the document, wherein the content structure 
identifies the different visual blocks as different portions of semantic content of the 
document.
